Vetoed Tuesday. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Pres­ 
ident Harding Tuesday vetoed the 
soldier bonus bill. 
In returning the bill to congress 
without his approval the president 
dispatched a veto message. 
Failure to provide the revenue 
from which the bonus would be 
paid is given as the principal cause 
for the veto. The president refer­ 
red specifically to the failure of 
congress to accept his suggestion 
of a sales tax to finance the bonus. 
Congress to Act Today. 
“Wjhen the bill was under con­ 
sideration in the house I expressed 
the conviction that any grant • of 
bonus ought to provide the means 
of paying it, and I was unable to 
suggest any other than that of a 
general sales tax,” 
the 
president 
stated. “Such a plan was unaccept­ 
able to the congress, and the bill 
has been enacted without even a 
suggested means of 
meeting 
the 
cost.” 
The refusal of the president to 
accept the legislation without the in­ 
corporation of a sales tax causes 
it to go back to congress, where ef­ 
forts will be made Tuesday to pass 
the bill over the presidential veto. 
A two-thirds vote is necessary in 
both houses. That this majority 
exists in the lower house is the 
belief of congress leaders. In the 
senate, however, the situation is ex­ 
tremely doubtful. 
“Inadequate and Stingy.” 
One of the strongest expressions 
against the bill in the president’s 
.message is the charge that the 
measure is “inadequate and stingy” 
—a promise only half fulfilled. 
~ 
“If an obligation were to be ad­ 
mitted,'' the president stated, “it 
would be to charge the adjusted 
compensation bill with inadequacy 
and stinginess wholly unbecoming 
our republic. Such a bestowal to be 
worth while must be generous and 
without apology.'*

-It comprises more than 2,700 
miles of railroad, hundreds of loco­ 
motives, thousands of freight and 
passenger cars, several great shops 
and considerable real estate. Se­ 
veral branch lines are to be sold 
Friday at Denison, Texaa 
The auction will end the recei­ 
vership of the “Katy”, which began 
Sipt. 15, 1915. The sale was order­ 
ed by Federal Judge Sanborn, of 
St. Louis, and this town was select­ 
ed because it is near the center of 
the system. Running west from St. 
Louis ,where the central office of 
the road is located, the main line of 
the road follows the course of the 
Missouri river to New Franklin, 
190 miles.

While a mine rescue crew continu­ 
ed to bring to the surface bodies of 
victims of the Argonaut disaster, 
the west today had turned its atten­ 
tion to relieving the plights of the 
families and dependents of the 47 
men who died after being impris­ 
oned by fire, far down in the gold 
workings. 
Compensation checks 
and 
funds 
realized from prize fights and theatre 
benefit performances already had 
begun to pour in. 
The superintendent of the claims 
department of the California com­ 
pensation Insurance fund, has sent 
checks to ten of the stricken fam­ 
ilies. He announced that 18 fam­ 
ilies would receive checks monthly 
ranging from $69 to $83 for a per­ 
iod of 240 weeks. 
Thirty-eight bodies $111 remained 
early today in the Argonaut. Identi­ 
fication is possible only by means 
of scars,t teeth and other personal 
characteristics.
